One of th ose sickening railroad acci­ 
dents wh ich we are too often called upon 
to record took place on th e Central last

W. I. Jones, abrakem an, lost h is life in a 
most sh ocking m anner. 
As no one saw 
th e y oung man wh en h e fell from th e cars 
it never will be know n just h ow h e lost 
h is life. 
Th e freigh t was north w ard 
bound and after some switch ing h ere 
started upon its way . but th e engineer 
mis.-ing th e brakem an wh en at th e North 
Dixon station backed down and found th e 
body just north of th e station a few rods. 
Th e h ead h ad been entirely severed from 
th e body and lay upon one side of th e 
rail wh ile th e trunk was upon th e oth er. 
Th e ice or snow upon th e car h ad proba­ 
bly caused h is fall 
Mr. Jones h ad been 
at work at h is perilous business only five 
day s, and h is not being accustomed to 
train work may h ave been th e cause of 
bis fall and untimely death 
His parents 
live at Walton, th is county , and a sister 
resides in N orth Dixou; so we are inform ­ 
ed. 
Th e remains were taken South on 
th is m orning’s train for burial at th e h ome 
west of Amboy .

Po sitio n an« l Hay« » “ No t Vet"—Tro reeci- 
injrs o f the Jo int Legislative ,%e*s»ioi> 
Make Interest in« Reading - A Threat 
o f Itayo nets and a Final Dcfirtiiee o f 
tile Declared Ii« » u it and <*f the Su ­ 
prem e Co u rt — Other Legislative Pro ­ 
ceeding*. 
L incoln, No b., Jan. 9 .—There was an 
o ther mo nkey and parrot o f a time in the 
legislatu re yesterday. The first thin# that

granger, had captu red the house chamber 
at 5 o ’clo ck in the mo rning, put their 
speaker in the chair and surrounded him 
with a gu ard of assistant sergeants nt- 
arms. Then the speaker issu ed an o rder 
fo r the arrest of Lieu tenant Go verno r M« *i 
keljo hn, the gro u nd o f this rem arkable 
pro ceeding being charges that the lieu ten­ 
ant go verno r was gu ilty o f misco ndu ct in 
o llice and breach o f the peace. 
A If. f! and a Markdo wn. 
It m ight la* aske<l o f this o rder—“W hat 
was 1 begu n fo r to be so so o n do ne fo r,” 
as when the attem pt was made to arrest 
Meikcljo hn he defied the writ and wo u ld 
no t su bmit to arrest, whereu po n the speak­ 
er’s o fficials po cketed the writ and also the 
defi, and the lieu tenant go verno r walked 
to the fro nt o f t he chair, which was o ccu ­ 
pied by the speaker, and anno u nced th at 
he was ready to call the jo int co nventio n 
to o r ler. 
The situ atio n was decidedly 
ticklish. There were assistant sergeants- 
at-arms by the sco re o n bo th sides o f the 
qu arrel, and a Do u nybro o k fair pro ceeding 
wo u ld have been easy to precipitate. 
R eferred to th e Suprem e Court. 
This was o bserved by the co o ler head.' o f 
the o ppo sing fo rces and it was decided to 
npjvo int a 
co rnraitt *e 
fro m each side, 
which sho u ld go befo re the su preme co u rt 
and su bmit the qu estio n at issu e w h e th e r 
the canvass o f the vo te fo r state o fficers 
was the first tiling in o rder, arm who had 
the right to preside to that bo dy. The 
co mmittees were appo inted and pro ceeded 
to perfo rm their du ty, and ttie ho stile 
fo rces cellared a tru ce u ntil the repo rt 
was made. 
In the meantime Go verno r 
Thayer o rdered o u t a co mpany o f state 
militia, which pro ceeded to the eapito i 
and stacked arms in the co rrido r. 
I>« *ri« le» l Against the Alliance, 
It did m» t take lo ng fo r the su preme 
co u rt to dicido the po ints su bm itted to it, 
and the decisio n was a black eye fo r Lpe 
Alliance men. A mandam u s was issu ed 
o rdering the speaker to pro ceed as the 
lieu tenant go verno r had decided sho u ld 
be do ne Wednesday, and su staining the 
anti-A llience men o n every po int. 
Hu t in 
o rder to -erve the writ the sheriff and his 
po sse had to fight their way thro u gh the 
speaker's sergeants at-arms, and du ring 
tne fracas a nu mber o f hats were smashed 
and i. lew heads made so re, while the 
sheriff was m arly denu ded o f clo thing in 
the stru ggle. The writ having lieen served, 
Meikcljo hn 
declared

ber when they attem pted to leave.

The “man in 
the do o r" go t his claret tapped straightw ay, 
and this bro u ght him to bo >ks. 
Then a 
aeries o f free fights o ccu rred, and Nat 
Bro wn, o f Omaha, handled ills “du kes” so 
effectively 
that 'm o ther Alliance man 
threw u p the spo nge. Oh, it was an “ille- 
gant tim e” fo r a while, bu t the excited 
statesm en finally arrived at their ho tels 
ami prepared fo r the du ties o f the after­ 
no o n by no u rishing the inner man.

This was acco mplished amid a 
great deal o f co ntu sio n, the Independents 
reso rting to all so rts o f dilato ry tactics. It 
was 4 o ’clo ck when Speaker Elder co m­ 
menced, at Meikcljo hn’» behest, to read 
the retu rn» . 
As slo wly as he co u ld the 
speaker called gff the vo te o f each co u nty. 
In the m eantime filibu stering was eo u - 
Uu u ed. Chief J u atice Co bb, o f the su ­ 


preme co u rt, sent in word that the men 
who advised the Alliance men to disregard 
the mandates o f the court would be dealt 
with severely . 
D eclared th e Election Void. 
This had a so o thing effect o n the o b­ 
stru ctio nists in the lo bby. A t 5:80 the 
speaker finished the canvass and fo rmally 
declared that Jam es E. Bo yd had been 
du ly elected go verno r.

was also made in reference to the Repu b­ 
lican state ticket l>elo w go verno r.

A fter mu ch delay and dis­ 
cu ssio n tne reso lu tio n was ado pted by a 
strict party vo te—TO to 50 —tie* Repu blicans 
and Demo crats vo ting no . 
The Jo int ses­ 
sio n then adjo u rned. 
Mo re Tro u ble fo r Bo yd. 
W ithin thirty m inu tes after the o fficial 
anno u ncem ent o f the electio n’s resu lt by 
Speaker Eider, the o ath o f o ffice had been 
adm inistered to 
G overnor Bo yd and the 
ither o fficers-elect, and their bo nds ap­ 
pro ved by the su prem e co u rt. 
Bu t there 
wna ano ther o bstacle in the path « if Bo yd 
to the go verno r’s chair.

A TEAMSTER’S TALE 


On a ranch near San Antonio liv es 
Thomas Cullen, a v eteran of the Texan 
rev olution. 
He is indeed the v eteran of 
three wars, hav ing fought under Hous­ 
ton at San Jacinto, Taylor at Buena 
Vista and Albert Sidney Johnston at 
Shiloh. 
It is the old man’s greatest delight to 
recall the memories of his adv enturous 
p ast, and he will sp in yarns of the olden 
time by the hour to any one who will do 
him the grace to listen. 
Among the 
rest he tells a tale of the early days of 
Corp us Christi. 
“ I was a teamster in them days,” he 
says, “and hauled goods for Col. H. L. 
Kinney. 
There warn’t no blamed rail­ 
roads runnin’ all ov er the country then, 
and a man that owned a good wagon 
and team was sure of a liv in’. 
Lord! I 
mind well how' Texas looked them days! 
The p eraries stretchin’ out on ev ery side 
as far as the eye could reach, just cov ­ 
ered with wild flowers of all kinds and 
color, and dotted all ov er with cattle; 
and maybe a long train of white top p ed 
wagons mov in’ along the road. 
Some 
folks thinks it looks a sight p rettier now’ 
all fenced in and p lanted, but I ain’t one 
of ’em. 
“ There warn’t no way of carryin* 
goods then, excep t haulin’, and ev ery 
settlement off the coast had to dep end on 
teams for ev erything in the way of dry 
goods and groceries. 
And, I can tell 
yon, when the teamsters held the road 
ev erybody, stage driv ers and all, had to 
turn o at and giv e ’em room. 
“ Well, as I was sayin’, I teamed for 
OoL Kinney, who was the first man that 
settled Corp us Christi, and held the p lace 
in « p ito of Injuns and Mexicans till a 
sort of a town grew up round him. 
He 
had a lot of wagons haulin’ goods all 
through the country, and I tell you for 
a fact most all the goods we hauled was 
smuggled across the Rio Grande. Lord! 
how’ them greasers did cheat their gov ­ 
ernment, to 1>e sure! 
Fine lace mantil- 
lys, Mexican blankets, saddles and bri­ 
dles, all shiny with silv er work, besides 
great drov es of cattle and mustangs, all 
slip p ed ov er the riv '*r right under the 
noses of the comisiones, who for the 
most p art was p aid not to keep their 
eyes skinned too clean. 
Then they’d 
take back goods from our side, and not 
a cent of duty p aid either way. 
“ Kinney’s Ranch, as Corp us was call­ 
ed in them days, was rhe headquarters 
of this trade; and what with teams haul­ 
in’ goods from the riv er and teams start­ 
in’ off with goods through the country, 
crowds of greasers and gringoes laugh­ 
in’, talkin’, singin’, dancin’, gambling 
drinkin’ and shootin’, them was liv el> 
times, I tell you, at Kinney’s Ranch. 
“ Sp ecially when the teams got back 
from a trip with the gixxls all safely de­ 
liv ered and the teamsters got p aid off 
Dollars was p lentiful then, and the way 
we made ’em sp in was a caution. 
Gam* 
blin’ was the fav orite way of chuckin’ 
’em about. 
The greasers p layed monte, 
of course, but the games with the grin 
goes was draw p oker and sev en up . 
“ I wasn’t 20 year old then, a slim 
young slip of a feller with nary a sign of 
this here h’arth brush of a beard, and a 
skin as fair and smooth as a girl’s. 
But 
I soon got tanned inside and out. 
I’d 
h” *e been done brown enough to eat. 
and been eat up aliv e if it hadn’t beeu 
fur ome fellers from the states that took 
a Ji n y to me, and sorter stood ’twixt 
me atel harm. 
They was older’n me 
and knew the rop es a sight better’n 1 
did. 
“ Well, as I was sav in’, when we 
warn’t teamin’ we were gamblin’ most 
of the time, and rough as the crow l 
was, I will say for ’em that in general 
th<; ]i!a>« *don the squar. 
Fact is, I’v e

ti e folks generally mind their 
eye an . 
* mighty cautious how they 
step .

how, them that lost, lust by

nr skill, not by cheatin’; 
and we’d rather, any of us, been stood 
up agin a tree and riddled with bullets 
than caught in any tricks, 
“One night i was hav in’ a tremendous 
run of luck and the other fellow’s was 
lookin’ sorter blue, but they took it 
quietly, bean’ n: ed to up s and dow ns of 
that sort. 
Just us 1 was doin’ my lev el 
best there walked up to our camp fire a 
big six foot feller from Arkinsaw 
He 
warn’t a teamster, but belonged to a 
comp any that Col. Kinney k'*p t on guard 
at the ranch. 
He was a quarrelsome, 
bull yin’ sorter feller, and none of us 
liked him v ery much, 
To-night he was 
chock full of whisky and just sj ilia’ for 
a fight. 
“ He set down close by and begun to 
brag. 
He could do this and he could do 
that. 
He could back the buckin’est 
broncho ou the ranch; he could hit the 
eagle’s head on a dollar with a bullet at 
twenty p ace*; he could carv e liv e meat 
betterii any butcher iu T« *xa*j he could 
bluff any man aliv e at draw’ p oker; he 
could p lank down two dollars to any 
other man’s one. 
“ Nobody p aid any ’tention to him, 
and seeing he couldn’t iHir up the crowd, 
he jump ed on me; p artly, I sup p ose, be­ 
muse I was young and green, and he 
thought I was safe game; p artly because 
it rUed him to see me rakiD* in the dol 
Lars so fast. 
“ He swaggered up , p ut down his dol­ 
lars and began bettin’ high. 
He loet 
» gin and agin, which didn’t sweeten hi* 
temp er a b it AU of a sudden he brought 
his big foot down on the ground with a 
thump that made me jump . 
“ ‘I won’t stand this any longer. That 
foung buck ain’t won his money fair, 


and I ain’t goin’ to p ay nary Mother con­ 
tinental red, 
Lookye here, young feller, 
just hand back th at 
money 
you’v e 
cheated me o ut of, or it 11 be bad for 
your health.’ 
“At the last word his p istol was o u t 
but quick as he was, the men round 
about was quicker.
